It is som etim es necessary to

One of th e sm aller details of 
the w ar picture, but one which 
has had as m uch to do as any 
other w ith w hat we m ight call 
the irritation of the m orale of 
the A m erican people, is th e rec­ 
ord of the OPA, (the agency 
created as an antidote to infla­ 
tion) for setting the tim e a com­ 
modity control w ill go into effect, 
and then changing that date. 


The question of who is re­ 
sponsible for these changes of 
date is not im portant here; the 
fact is th a t th e changes have 
affected the people, caused them 
to lose some confidence in the 
adm inistration of the control pro­ 
gram. O ne of th e reasons given, 
as in th e case of the gas ration­ 
ing, is th at th e “books haven’t 
arrived”. 


Now 
let’s explore th a t one. 
The books aren ’t 
ready. 
That 
means they aren’t printed. I pre­ 
sume they are being printed in 
the G overnm ent P rin t Shop. Con­ 
sider the num ber of “form s” that 
business men, and individual cit­ 
izens, have to fill out those days. 
It would keep the largest p rin t­ 
ing shop in the world running 
night and day to turn them out, 
and then it couldn’t keep up. 
Yet in every com m unity in the 
country there are printing shops, 
and m any of these are in con­ 
nection w ith tth e country new s­ 
papers of America, w hich would 
w illingly take this job if broken 
down into orders for separate 
forms. They could p rin t from a 
copy or from plates. They could 
do a good job. 
Aside from th e advantage to 
the program , it m ight in some 
instances m ean the difference be­ 
tw een loss and profit, and per­ 
haps even folding up, 
to 
the 
country paper. I should not need 
to tell you now th at the loss ol 
a small country paper, w ith its 
frankness of speech, 
its

touch w ith the people, its clear 
thinking, would be just one more 
nail in th e coffin of the Republic.

I do not care by w h at name 
you choose to call it; n o r w hat 
argum ents of expediency or war 
necessity you m ay use, I rise to 
rem ark th at this is N ational So­ 
cialism, and that it is nothing 
else and has no other name. 
This is not a detached incident. 
Senator Byrd is conducting an 
investigation into the creation of 
G overnm ent bureaus, and into 
the num ber of people now on 
the G overnm ent pay roll.

the Phaino repays this service by 
being the chief distributor of the 
mistletoe.
